John liitio. 



John Kilto, the eldest son of John 

Kitto and Elisabeth Pioken, was bora 
at Plymouth, England, December 4, 

1804. lie was delicate from his 
birth, and, indeed, was never well 
His father, a mason by trade, was a 
drunkard. Young Kilto eonsi ipienl 
ly had no advantages, and was entire- 
ly a Relfniade man. His grand- 
mother, Mrs. Pieken, had a few 
hooks — a Family Bible, a Prayer 
Book, Bnnyan's Pilgrim and (!nl- 
liver's Travels. These young Kitto 
devoured, and Spent all the money 

be oould get m baying others, lie 

went to school when his grandmother 

had money to pay the teacher, which 
was seldom. 
February 18, W17, (1 bier Kitto 

was engaged in repairing a roof, and 

his eon was helping him by oarrying 

up I lie slates, when his feet slipped 
and he fell a distance of thnly-fi\c 

feet. Por months he was confined to 

his bed, and it was found that he 
was totally and incurably deaf. Tbe 
base of his skull was also fin 



which in connection with a constitu 
tional headache, gave him great pain 
throughout lifi grandmother 

with whom be lived, being obliged to 
leave Plymouth, and liis father, owing 
to his drinking habits, being unable 
to support his family, in 1818, young 
Kitto was work-house. 

Lloro he remained, suffering greatly 
from the rudeness of his companions. 
as he was nnfortun ery sensi 

live, until November 8, ]Hl'l, when 
he was apprenticed to John l'owden. 

a shoemaker. Bowdon was a brute 
and treated his apprentice vory badly. 

and lifter enduring his tyraany ns 
long as he was able, Kilto appealed 
to I he law aulhorilies who, alter a 
trial, took him away from bis master, 
and sen',, him back to the Poor 
Bouse. 

Tin' iie\t event iu ELitto's life was 
his introduction to Mr. Droves, s 

dentist of EltSr, who offered to teach 
him dentistry, to board him and pay 
him B small salary with the prospeel 
of higher remuneration. This offer 

was accepted. Kitto was always, even 

in childhood, anxious to shine as an 
author, and in 1825 he published by 
Subscription his first, book-- - ' Jour- 
nal and Memoranda of a man with 

Poor Senses, by John Kitto, Shoe- 
make;' Pan pet. This was the begin- 
ning of a life of authorship. Kitto 
was anxious to be a missionary, but. 
as his deafness was a bar to that plan, 
he entered the Missionary College al 
Islington, in tending to learn the 
printer's trade, as the next best thing 
to being a missionary, and then going 
ro the east as a printer. He and the 
authorities of the College took dif- 
ferent, views of the matter. The 
latter thought that be ought to 
confine his attention to type-setting; 
while the former thought he ought 
to study in order to M at least a 
translator, if not an author. The 
dispute ran high, an 1 Kitto, who was 
of a very obstinate disposition, resign- 
ed his situation. His friends next 
procured him a situation in (he 
missionary printing office la the 
island of Malta, which supplied 
■na-ies with tracts in Oreck, 
Arabic, Maltese and Italian, llerche 
remained about eighteen months, 
when he again got. into difficulties 
with the authorities, owing to his love 
of literary pursuits, which led him to 
neglect his duty as a printer, and was 

compelled to resign. He returned to 
England, a disappointed man, for in 
addition to his other troubles, a lady 
to whom he was engaged jilted him. 

On Juno 12th, 1889, Kitto sailed 
for Bagdad, as tutor to the children 
of Mr. Ofoves, who went there as a 
missionary. Jle remained in the 
east, experiencing various adventures, 
including a siege of Bagdad and (he 
Plague, until September l'.Mh, ISS2. 
when he left Bagdad for England. 
Soon after his return to England, 
(itto was married to Annabclla Pan- 
wick. It is said that the bridegroom 
afforded the spectators of the cere 
niony considerable amusement, for 
more than once, from bis deafness, he 
got before tbe ofi'iciating clergyman, 
and had to be recalled to the aciual 
duty which the course of the service 
devolved upon him. Kilto says that 
his wife was a great BOrvioe to him in 

his literary pursuits, sympathising 

with him and helping hint in every 
way. Henceforth Kitto's life was 
ihat of a lilerary man. lie was edi- 
tor of tho Pictorial ■ rote the 
"hast, Scenes," "The Christian 
Ttavcller," " School History of Pales- 
tine." " Daily Bible Illustrations," 

everal other books. His pen 
was seldom idle, but bke most who 
depend on tbe pen for a livelihood, 

i often in peouniary difficulties. 
In 1SI I, the University of t. 
conferred the diploma of Poet or of 
Divinity upon htm. in Germany, 

this title is sometimes conferred upon 
men who. like Kilto, are not clergy- 
men, and in such cases, if one lias ;il. 

ready obtained tbe title of Doctor of 

Divinity, "desires to undertake the 
pastoral uflice. he is ordained wit bout 

the examination wbioh all others 

must undergo." In 1848, Dr. Kitto 

became a fellow of the Royal Society 

of Antiquarians. 

Although Dr. Kitlo ret a 

S pupil of any institution for the 
deaf, be understood and used tin- 
English double alphabet. lie could 

speak, but at one period of his life 
ry reluctant, to do SO, but his 

friends would not understand any 

thing he wrote, and so forced him to 
use bis vocal organs. He died at 
Oaaaatattj Wortemberff, where he 

0U« for his hoahh, which had 

broken down from overwork, in ISM. 

His life is an example of what s 

firm will and intelligence can de in

source of health and strength. We 
ill know that, without, food the body 
would soon become wenk and help 

less. Oannot tbe aamS be said of t tie 

mind that receives little or no mental 
food' The minds of deaf mutes are 
keen and active and crave material for 
thought, just the same asdo the minds 
of persons who can hear. If there 
were no ways in which to satisfy these 
cravings, imagine how utterly sad and 
lonely the life of a deaf-mute would 
be. But, thank God, there are things 
which afford them. a plentiful supply 
of food for calm reflections. The 

beautiful and seemingly limitless 

pauses of nature, forms one source, 
hut this is by mj means sufficient for 
the ever growing and inquiring mind, 
which demands a reason for this and 
that visible .object. Books and papers 
give almost endless Information, and, 
what is better, help to lead the 
thoughts from nature up to nature's 
God. O, what a grand and sublime 
record of Divine love and mercy does 
the Bible and the written testimonies 
of Christians in all ages form. It is 
■i solace in times of sorrow and loueli 

nets, to be able to think of God's 

rutny precious promises, ns cotr, 
to us through the Bible, and to rind 
how truly they accord 'with our 
own needs or wants. What a vast 
imount of information and soinnion 
senso may bo acquired by diligent 
reading. The wonder is that deaf 
mat i s who havo so few sources of 
enjoyment, do not strain all their en- 
ergies to master language in order to 
enjoy the rich mental feast offered 
them in books and papers.

Header, if 
Some One should prepare a grand d li- 
ner, consisting of all kinds of meats, 
vegetables, fruits, etc., and invite you 
to come and partake of it at a time 
when you were very hungry, would 
you refuse to accept the invitation t 
I think not. Well, good books and 
papers afford a splendid feast for the 
mind, when it grows lonesome and 
disconsolate. Will you refuse to 
avail yourself of this feast, and starve 
the mind* Sometimes I think that 
our eternal salvation depends upon 
whether or not we satisfy, as far as 
possible, the cravings of the mind for 
good mental food. I would therefore 
urge all deaf-mutes to cease gossiping 
away their leisure time, nnd try to 
acquire n taste for good reading. Do 
not read novels, for they do not, as a 
rule, develops tho nobler qualities of 
mind and heart, but rather tend to 
stifle them. Bead the Biographies of 
great and good persois. The events 
of the present and tho histories of the 
past. Head "Bnnyan's Pilgrim's 
Progress," which la a book of thrilling 
interest. Ask your friends for good

yon get them, road them carefully, with 
a dictionary before you to help you 
understand the hard words, and.

help l ntn myself deaf, and more 
than half of mv education, I think, 
has been acquired through reading 
hooks and papers.

Small-pox. 

The following article is from A 
lecture by Dr. Alban S. I'avne, late 
professor of Theory and P 
the Southern Medical College, At- 
lanta, (la., and Honorable Fellow of 
I ue Medical Society, of Virginia. Tt 
will be road with interest both by the 
physician and the public at this time 
when small-pox. is so prevaleiV 

Prof. Payne states that as early 
us IStU, when at the Small-pox 
Hospital in New York City, he no- 
ticed that the primary or initial fever 
pf small -pox could be detected by the 
pulse before any other symptom ap- 
peared. This pathognomonic pi 
one peculiar to small-pox, a pulse 
tat' (jtneris diHicult to describe, but 
recognized by any physician who will 
patiently and carefully investigate the 
subject until bis fingers become edu- 
cated. When once recognized it Can 
never be forgotten, any more than 
when a physician who has once learned 
to detect a hemorrhagic pulse could for 
get its peculiar thrill imparted to 
his educated lingers. 

Having learned to recognise the 
initial fever by its peculiar pulse, he 
next proceeded to vaccinate. If this 
is done within ten or twelve hours 
after inception of tho initial fever, 
the patient will have slight indisposi- 
tion, without a signal eruption, and 
a positive exemption from the re- 
currence of the disease, as if he had 
had it iu the most malignant form. 
The most remarkable feature about 
the whole thing is that if the patient 
vitiated early after tbe initial 
fever sets in, he may be then allowed 
to go out where he pleases without 
fear of giving tho disease toothers. 
The ingrafting of the vaccine matter 
upon the primary variolous fever 
seems to have the power to destroy 
the ability of reproduction or pro- 
pagation entirely. Another pecu- 
liarity is this: If an unprotected 
pemon is vaccinated before tho in- 
ception of the initial fever, and the 
vaccine takes, but docs not prevent, 
only modifies the disease, the erup- 
tion will bo varioloid in its appcar- 
anco and characteristics. But if 
vaccinated after tho commencement 
of the initial fever, and too late lo 
prevent an eruption, the eruption 
will resemble iu size and other char- 
acteristics the small-Box eruption, it 
matters not whether theve is one or 
a hundred pimples. There is as 
great a difference in the appearance of 
the varioloid eruption aim the small 
pox eruption as there is between 
gray and yellow. 

Dr. Payne divides small-pox* into 
confluent semi -confluent, discrete, 
modi lied and manipulated, the latter 
being a term of his own invention.

lie.. Job Turner wrote to 
JoU&KAX about his visit to some 
deaf mn tos at Hoochinoo, Va. 
letter was interesting, and 1 will give 
you some reminiscences of history. 
Goochland was named after Gov. 
iiooeh, of Virginia, far away back 
before 1T4(>, I believe. About this 
Lime, liev. Wbitefield paid his second 
visit to the Old Dominion. He found 
a different feeling existing on tho 
part of the Church and the Govern 
meat There had evidently arisen 
" a new king over Egypt, which knew 
not J os e ph. He was not long allow- 
ed to preach, " the door being shut," 
as he expressed it, by a proclamation 
issued by Governor Gooon, forbidding 
under the severest penalties, tho 
meetings of Moravians, New Lights 
and Methodists. 

Rev. Wbitefield had already doue 
a "good work,' and was ahead of 
the Govornor, as attested by a letter 
written to the Rev. J. Wesley, from 
Queen Ann's County, Maryland, Oct. 
14, 174G, as follows :— " If you ask 
how it is with me, I answer, Happy 
in Jesus, the Lord, my righteousness. 
If you ask what I am doing ; Hanging 
and hunting in the American woods 
after poor sinners, and resolved in the 
strength of Jesus to pursue tbe 
heavenly game more and more. If 
you ask with what success, I would 
answer: (), amazing grace 1 With 
. indeed, for my labors 
were never more acceptable, and the 
door for fifteen hundred miles 
together is quite o(>en for preaching 
everlasting Gospel. In Maryland 
and Virginia, the people fly to bear 
the Word like doves to the windows. 
Congregations are large, and the work 
is going on just as it began and went 
on in England." 

This letter was written before the 
rnor's proclamation was issued. 
The precise date of the proclamation 
is not known, but it is said it was 
issued in 1746. Rev. Whitefleld's 
lirst reference to it, so far as we can 
find it. was April 26, 1747. Several 
religious sects had their quarrels, 
pronouncing their anathemas first 
against, the poor Quakers, then upon 
the wicked Puritans and Papists, 
then upon the dangerous Presbyterians 
and Baptists. They were all equally 
guilty. ia that they wero all without 
the pale of "the Church," and con- 
sequently out of its protection, but 
within reach of its persecuting arm. 

It is a singular historical fact that 
thirty years after the publication of 
the '•proclamation" under notice, in 
177G, when the American people 
issued their " Declaration of Rights," 
proclaiming to all men the free 
of religious worship, and 
which gave a decided blow to the 
•• Establishment," tho Methodists 
joined with tho Episcopal clergy in 
petitioning the Legislature, soliciting 
•' the Continuance of the Establish- 
ment upon Principles of Justine, of 
in, and of Policy."

Reference has been made in the past 
in tho Democrat to the rcligous work 
among the deaf-mutes maintained by 
the Protestant Episcopal Churoh. Por 
some years past a few clergymen vers- 
ed in sign language, hsve been holding 
services and preaching to them in sign- 
lanaruage in various parts of the 
Union. 

One of them, the Rev. A. W. Mann 
of Cleveland, Ohio, has been itinerating 
in the central western states, officiating 
in the principal cities, or at places 
wherever the deaf-mates can come to- 
gether for worship. He has been at 
Grand Rtpids several times, his first 
service being held in 1875. Laat 
night he conducted a service in the 
chapel of St. Mark's Church. Pre 
vions to entering the ministry, he filled 
a popition at the state deaf muto school 
at Flint He is himself a 'deaf-mate, 
and one of only three of this people 
who are in the ministry in the entire 
world. The two others are the Rev. 
Henry W r . Syle. M.A , of Philadelphia, 
and the Uev. Job Turner, of Richmond, 
Vs. The Itev. Mr. Sjle itinerates fa 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey, and 
condntosan important mission in 1'bila 
dolphin. The Rev. Mr. Turner's field 
is the South. 

The Rev. Thomas Gallaudet. J) I> 
Miw York City, is the founder ot 
w religions enterprise. Resides 
St. Ann's Church for 
io officiates occasionally 
: New York and the New 
England States. Hr is not a deaf mute, 
being in poaseawm'of all his faculties ; 
but, from having h«en associated wilh 
silent people nil his lifv, he has become 
thoroughly versed in Hie4r language.

Old faces have 
vanished ; new ones occupy their 
place. He might fcoliloquize to him- 
self: «• Wait nntil this evening, and 
in the study room I may at least have 
the pleasure of witnessing old sc< 
although acted by different persons.''; 
Years ago, no supervisor held sway 
in the boys' study room. The J I 
Class boys were monitors, each one 
having a given number of pupils under 
his surveillance, and in return for 
bis labor was not obliged lo work 
in the f hops, hat conld spend the 
afternoon as ho pleased. The 
monitors enforced obedience, not by 
personal methods, but by tin; " Black 
List" Ab! the "Black List." How it 
was hated and feared. Did a pupil 
speak, down wonld go a black mark 
against bis name. Did be expostu- 
late, he would only get another for 
his trouble. Often this would be the 
''last camel on the straw's back " and 
he would consider it Lis duly to 
pilch into the monitor. Other moni- 
tors would rush to the assistance ol 
their bi would generally 

be the signal for a revolt of the 
mass of pupils. Out would go the 
lights, and a perfect avalanche of book* 
would fly through the air. Often, on 
snch occasions, when the storm wai- 
raging most fiercely, in would walk 
Dr. H P. I'eet, and the bight of that 
tall, dignified form, and awful frown, 
would be fcnfflcient to instantly quel) 
the disturbance. A lecture would be 
the result, and generally was suffi- 
cient to keep the boys in subjection for 
a month or so.

yonth wbo bad planned an excursion 
for the afternoon, and who felt certain 
bis name was not on the bated list, 
awoke to the realization that be had 
been laboring under a sad delusion.

order. 

Let our visitor enter the study 
room to-night at about 7 : 30 v.u 
Wbat does be set t About 300 boys 
seated at tbeir desks, all with 
tent upon tbeir books. His entt 
causes no commotion. Scarcely an 
eye is raised, although each boy is 
aware a stranger is in the room close- 
ly observing him. ''How can this 
be possible?" you may ask, i

Editor Joikxal: — As I noticed the 
following sentenct ■ in Russell Smith's 
article under the beading, " Iowa to 
the front," in the Deaf MctkV Joi u 
nai. of March 2d, 1882, "Edward P.

Before proceeding, 
I will say I am crippled in both arm 
and leg, caused by accidents in my 
boyhood, rendering me physically 
unable to do any heavy work, my crip 
pled right arm being out of joint, easir 
ly gets hurt if used by rough motion. 
It is liable to get somewhat rheumatic 
sometimes in damp weather. Since 
[have recently begin peddling sta- 
tionery which, I thought, was easy for 
me, although I was relentant to do it 

for several reasons, 1 made good 

money from cheap sales. I keep varie- 
ties of fine and cheap letter papers and 
envelopes, etc. I travel with it on 
foot and by buggy and railroad. I 
shall not be ashamed of such peddling 
or any low and humble work, for 1 
honor the good maxim — •' No man 
should be ashamed of sued an occupa- 
tion that secures to him an honest 
livelihood." Travelling in the conn" 
try is good for my health. 

I may be forti n*te in finding some 
situation or buMness that suits me 
better in the fu'ure. 

Russell Smith says I leave ray 160 
seres of land at rest 8 years under 
Timber Culture Act, leads me to think 
that he believes tbat those who take 
up 160 acres under the act, cannot 
iihc any part of their lands for any 
kind of agriculture without living 
Themselves on the land during eight 
years, except a certain part of the 
lund for timber planting. If so, he 
is greatly mistaken. Those wbo bold 
their 160 acre-land under the Timber 
Culture Act, are entitled to the use of 
it at any time they please, u 
well without, living on it as living on 
it, provided they will, in the mean 
time, improve 10 of the 160 acres for 
Timber arCOldiog to the net. My laud 
la only J£ mile* from a thriving and 
arid new town called Kimball, on tlie 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul It. It. 
Jt ri*es fast in value, f will do what 
reems best for me to do with my land. 
Steps are now being taken to divide 
Dakota and make the southern part, 
or half, in which my land is, a new 
State, leaving out Dakota Territory in 
the north. 

It is now high time for sonic mutes, 
who want farms, to come and take up 
or purchase some land in either the 
south or north part of Dakota, or tome 
other tenitory, at the government 
price, as I said in my account about 
the Deaf-Mute Colony in the report 
of the First National Convention 
of Deaf-Mute" Bo. ell Smith also 
made another mistake in 
that Mr. Samuel A. I>cwis, of 
Anamosa, la., has a farm of 160 
acre- there. Mr. Lewis told me 
that he bus only 40 acres in all. It is 
very valuable on account of its being 
Only two miles from Anamosa, la., a 
thriving town of almost 3000 inhabi- 
tants.

draf-mnie commnnity. But my 
opinions in regard to that unsuitable 
building are formed bj my close ob- 
servation of the physical faculties and 
intellectual improvement of the deaf 
and dumb, which require a more per- 
fect Institution and more skilled and 
patient teachers, so m to make them 
happy members of society, more 
than those of the better favored 
would. 

Some yeats ago, I/cing a practical 
carpenter myriii, I took a carriage 
ride with a "friend of mine to the 
Soldiers' Children'* Home, and took a 
few minutes look at. it, which was as 
much as one hour. It looked stately 
from its outside and width, to an 
inexperienced observer. But its in- 
terior was different, end according to 
my recollections of tbe discussion 
going on among the members of the 
Legislature, when the- only few ro 
maiiiiiig children ol the decease. I 
soldiers left it at their order, it was 
n tended for only one hundred in- 
mates, what it should be done with} 
and it was considered too large t* 
keep a small number advantageously* 
It has stood idle since. It il itn- 
ble to accommodate 800 
iiipils, besides teachers and 
! n, within it comfortable and 
idvatitageously. and it is situated on 
a somewhat, lowland, and surrounded 
by two cemeteries (higher)? as Mr. 
Onlick said — ifso.it must bo inju- 
rious to the health of the 300 inmaUS 
crammed in that building. 

When the act. to establish an Insti- 
tution for Deaf-Mutesin New Jersey 
was passed in 1875, New Brunswick 
offered to buy the tract of thirty- 

tree acre-, most beautifully situa- 
ted on a hill, overlooking the city 
and having a splendid view of the dis- 
tant hills, mid give them to the pro- 
Institution if it would be erect- 
ed there. I was there, examined it at 
every po'nt, and found it Viry admira- 
ble for that. lite. It would have 
been creeled there if it was poshed 
ahead rigorously. But, unfortunate- 
ly, the memorable panic affected the 
financial matter severely, so that it, 
has been delayed to this day. 

New Brunswick is the most, ecu. 
tral, and would be the most desirable 
place for tbe institution. That trad 
of land has a beautiful natural grove. 
a pond, a roaring rivulet through it. 
and a deep chasm. There i 

thing on it which would develojie 
I ho physical faculties anil intellectual 
improvements delightfully. I have 
one. hundred reasons why that trac 

should be selected for the proposed 
institution, but cannot mention them 

nOW. 

Mr. Doshlor is an "old man." hut 
has ample knowledge of the condi- 
tiott of deaf-mutes in New .1 
from his thorough investigations of 
the Pennsylvania, New xork, and 
other Siate institutions, when be was 

one of the original Committee, ap- 
pointed byex-Oov. Parker, before the 
act. to establish the institution in this 
Suite. Bev. Mix, who was my pa-t.or 
and resigned his pnltorage last year, 
was the originator of the enterprise 
ablishing the institution. 
But now, on the consideration of 

the cirCU mstaOOeS which have come 
unavoidably, and of the remarkable 

economy of the smo ceding governors 
tbe expiration of Gov. Parker's 

term, for the sake of the deaf mutes 
seeding education immediately, we 
should be satisfied with Senator Tay- 
lor's bill, converting the old "Sol- 
diers' Children's Home into an in- 
stitution for the deaf and dumb — and 
one year or two after its occupation - 
dement of its inadeqnatcness 
can be presented before the next Le- 
tnre. J. B.
